These slogans are being used in 
every community dy Cross 
speakers in the nurses’ ve now 
under way. The purpose is to bring 
home to the public the importance 
to the nation of employing graduate 
nurses in private homes only when 
their services are essential to saving 
life. 

The army and navy already have 
drawn from the private civilian 
practice more than 12,000 nurees, 
some 10,000 of whom were Red 
Cross nurses, assigned them under 
the terms of their enrollment by 
the Red Cross to active duty In the 
army or navy carps. 

More than 20,000 additional grad- 
uate nurses must rally to the colors 
m order that no wounded soldier or 
sallor may lack for anything that 
skilled nurses can contribute to hie 
recovery or restoration to the fight- 
ing line.

Advices from A. L. Flint. chief of 
‘Washington (D. C.) Office of 
the Panama Canal, indicate that the 
prevailing shortage of trained fe- 
male nurses is being seriously fen 
in the Canal Zone hospitais, where 
additional nurses are urgently 
needed. In these large modern hos- 
pitals not only the employees of the 
Panama Canal and Panama Rall 
road and their families are cared for, 
but the soldiers stationed or the 
isthmus to protect the canal. These 
nurses are paid $85 a nonth, in- 
cluding quarters, from time of sail- 
ing, with laundry of uniforms, less 
$20 « month for subsistence.

The fact is, 
we have saved all supplies and live 
steck; we have kept trace of all our 
refugees, and the children are hav- 
ing their education continued wher- 
ever they move to. French officials 
‘assure us the planting was well pro- 
tected and has not fallen into Ger- 
man hands; and as to the villages 

they are probably more 
destrcyea than before, but, as. we 
don’t do any building, the only de- 
struction has been to already bombed 
houses, to wooden shacks erected by 
the French government. 
“I enclose our last cable.

Most of this hard work proceeds 
from the immense good faith of al! 
producers and their employees to 
get hold of an dea that includes a 
wholesome theme and that is visual- 
ized by a story of beauty and 
strength. They follow this up with 
an attempt at a realism that will 
be surprising, vet that will remain 
natural and unstrained, 

We all know that drama is a suc- 
cession of surprises’. but we are 
prone to forget that these surprises 
must adhere to unity. This great 
dual law is always to the foreground 
in motion-picture production. 

If those who want to write for 
the screen would only realize that 
to have a happy idea is the merest 
beginning in photoplay building they 
would either do more hard work in 
the development of that idea, or 
they would resien their ambitions in 
that direction. Probably no one man 
was ever responsible for a really ex- 
cellent picture, even before it 
reaches the hands of a director. A 
good écenario is the result of many 
conferences, innumerable sugges- 
tions and much midnight oll when 
it is electricity. Pictures are not 


just guessed at. Whoever touches 


them with effect, dare not guess—' 


he must know. 


PHOTOPLAY AUTHORSHIP 
IS ART, NOT DAY LABOR. 


Improvement of Stories Essential to Pic- 
tures; War C reat ive Force.

HE war, responsible for death

In reply to my question anent the 
beautifully-delicate decorated sub- 
titles which have distinguished the 
Ince pictures, Mr. Sullivan re- 
marked that their very uniqueness 
has made them a success.

~The home canning drive, begin- 
ning in the far South with citrus 
fruits, and rolling northward in «a 
mighty wave of June apples, straw- 
berries, green peas and sweet corn, 
is now in full ing. A billion five 
hundred million quarts of preserved 
foods is the stint which the kitchen 
canners have set themselves, and all 
the auspices are favorable for its 
completion. 

Canning

Middle Western States, has already 
been canned in the South, as have 
many fruits. A little farther north} 
June apples, peaches, cherries and 
berries are now being put up, while 
snap beans, peas and tomatoes are 
next on the waiting list. 

According to C. K. M rrie, 
State agent in Florida for De- 
partment of Agriculture, the differ- 
ence in the ripening of vegetables 
and fruit is twenty-four hours for 
every ten miles of latitude, barring 
considerations of altitude and the 
proximity of bodies of water, acting 
as heat and cold equalizers.

The Food Administration has an-

In many communities 
the housewife will be obifged to sign 
a pledge that she will not use sugar 
for any purpose except the preser- 
vation of necessary food. Hoarding 
will be impossible, and waste will 
result in actual want to the waster.

FORMER SENATOR TO 
PUSH USURY BILL. 


COMMITTEE WILD PLACE PETI- 
‘TIONS FOR MEASURE IN 
CIRCULATION. 


State Senator W. E. Brown, au- 
thor of usury bills in the 1915 and 
1917 legislatures, is advocating 


Strongly the adoption of a usury 
law through the ‘medium of the in- 
itiative. Dr. Peter Janes has al- 
ready filed with the Secretary of 
State the form of an initiative pe- 
tition tixing the legal rate of inter- 
est in the State at 7 per cent. and 
providing that a rate as high as 12 
per cent. may be charged if agreed 
to by the borrower. 

Dr. Janss has been temporarily 
incapacitated through ill-health 
from continuing with the work ‘of 
securing signatures for the usury 
petition. More than 80,000 signa- 
tures must be secured within two 
weeks if it is to have a place on 
the November State ballot. The son 
of Dr. Janss and a committee of 
whom Senator Brown is a member 
are working to place the petitions in 
circulation this week. text is 
the same as a usury bill rejected by 
the last Legislature. 

The Times has recelved the fol- 
lowing letter from Senator Brown 
advocating the circulation of the pe- 
titions prepared by Dr. Janes: 5 

“LOS ANGELES, June 22.— 170 
the Editor of The Times:] Here- 
with please find two copies of Sen- 
ate Pill No. 70, known as the Anti- 
usury Act. This bill was preparéd 
by Judge Conway of Wisconsin and 
is the result of a thorough investi- 
gation of the anti-usury law of other 
States. 

“You will find its provisions, while 
perfectly fair to all legitimate 
ness interests, are such that will 
prevent such outrageous incidents 
as the Seccombe-Lioyd matter, 
which vou paper uncovered and 
brought to such a successful and 
Just conclusion yesterday. There 
are undoubtedly many such cases that 
the loan shark is conducting in sub- 
terranean channels and at present 
there is no law to reach them. 

“The inclosed bill (No. 70.) ts the 
one that Dr, Janss desires to place- 
before the people through the in- 
itiative ballot, but I understand that 
he is too ill to give this matter prop- 
er attention and, as the time is 
short, it occurs to me that your pa- 
per might assiet in securing signa- 
tures to the petition. There remains 
only about twenty days in which to 
secure about 100,000 names. 

“The public interest and sentiment 
that your activities have aroused 
ought to make it possible to secure 
the necestary signatures in this city 
in a couple of weeks. 

“California is one of the very few 
States of this Union which ddes not 
have an anti-usury law and hence 
has become a Mecca for loan sharks. 
Our only hope is to place this meas- 
wre before the people as the sharks 
and shylocks have been strong 
enough to defeat such a law in the 
Legislature during the past twenty 
years.

In the case of Ford 
owners, it ie now possible to get 
aluminum pistons with patent rings 
already in place. 

In fitting new pistons, ft is neces- 
sary to have them lapped in, so as to 
obtain a perfect ft. Lapping in is 
carried out with a fine abrasive, 
feweler’s rouge is good, and this ma- 
terial is mixed with off or kerosene 
end ie rubted evenly over the sur- 
face of the piston. This latter te then 
inserted in the cylinder and worked 
around until it moves with perfect 
freedom, after which both parts are 
thoroughly cleaned. 

There are concerns in evety city 
and most towns today, specializing 
in the fitting of pistons and in re- 
boring cylinders. When it Is neces- 
gary to have 4 cylinder rebored

ENRI BARBUSSE’S book on trench life, 

Le Feu,” has raised a storm of protest 
in France that reminds one of the indignant 
outburst that followed publication of Zola’s 
“La Terre.” Barbusse served for a year in 
the trenches. After he was relieved he 
wrote a 500-page book about the life of a 
squad at the front. Barbusse is an apt pupil 
of the Zola materialist school. His book 
contains all the blood and dirt of trench life 
as it would appeal to one who is a stranger 
to patriotism, who sees only the hardships 
and the danger, whose eyes are blinded to 
every illusion, even to that of hope. It is 
significant that the book was extensively 
advertised by the Bolo press in France and 
that the patriotic press denounced it. “Le 
Feu” has been reproduced in this country 
and is in great vogue in certain circles; but 
it is the negation of patriotism and the cen- 
sor would have made no mistake in barring 
it from the mails.

Making New Brownings. 


How They are Made. 


“IVE HUNDRED SHOTS A MINUTE—COULD BB 
WORKED BY A BABY—THE EFFICIENCY 
OF THE WEAPON—BEHIND THE SCENES 
IN A GREAT GUN FACTORY—WOMEN AND 
MUNITION—"“THE MAN WHO WINS.” 

FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 


RIDGEPORT (Ct.)—I have come here 

to tell you about the machine guns 

they are now making for our soldiers 
in Europe. They are the most rapid and 
most efficient man killers that have yet 
been put into the battlefields, and when our 
soldiers are fully equipped they will sow. 
death as they go over the top. These guns 
are being manufactured in different parts 
of the country, but at this writing the big- 
gest and best equipped factory for making 
them is that of the Remington Arms Union 
Metallic Cartridge Company, here at Bridge- 
port. The establishment consists of forty- 
eight buildings of brick, steel and glass, all 
of which hum with the machinery for mak- 
ing firearms. The shops cover four or five 
times as much ground as the Nationa] Capi 
ol at Washington, and I am told that it is 
a ten-mile journey to go over them all. 
The buildings are walled with glass. It 
took a solid acre of wire glass to equip 
them and more than ten tons of putty to 
hold in the panes. They have enough elec- 
trical wiring to reach from Washington to 
Albany via New York, and their power 
plant would supply all the needs of a city 
of 150,000 people. 

Imagine structures like this filled with 
the newest machinery and about 15,000 men 
and women at work, and you have an idea 
of one of the new plants which have sprung 
up almost in a night for fighting the Ger 
mans. 

I say in a night. That is not technically 
correct. The actual time of creation was 
less than one year. 


Was a Pasture. 


In March, 1915, the ground where the 
plant is was nothirg hut marsh and cow 
pastures. The cattle grazed in the fields, 
and the only other inhabitants were chick- 
ens and pigs. 

Then the “ery from Macedonia“ came 
from the Allies, and the United States be- 
gan to supply their munitions. Within a 
few months the land was drained, and the 
buildings went up and before the end of the 
year 75 per cent. of the machinery was 
working. At one time the establishment 
had 18,000 men making rifies for the Rus- 
sians, and it has now many thousands en- 
gaged upon machine guns and rifies and 


pistols. 


But first I would Ie to give you some 
idea of what a machine gun is and its 
terrible efficiency in the killing of men. I 
have seen the several kinds now in use on 
the battlefields, and I have shot one of the 
new Brownings, in the rifle pit of the plant 
here, sending the bullets forth at the rate of 
500 per minute, or eight and one-third every 
second. Put your watch to your ear and 
split each tick into eight parts, and one of 
those parts will give you the speed at which 
the balls fly forth from the gun. The 
Browning I fired was mounted on a small 
iron tripod, and a rapid stream of fire 
seemed to fly from the muzzle. The gun 
was aimed at a square hole in a steel plate 
225 feet away. The balls passed through this 
hole into a sand bank beyond and as I 
turned the gun slightly some of them struck 
the plate, cutting its half-inch hard steel 
as though it were cheese. After the shoot- 
ing I climbed up a ladder on the side of the 
plate, and saw where some of my bullets 
had struck. The edges around the hole’ 
were chewed by the bullets, and in several 
places the balls had made holes through 
the steel. 

A Baby Can Shoot It. : 

This shooting was done inside the fac- 
tory, and the noise was terrific. It would 
have been less out of doors, but, as it was, 
I plugged my ears with raw cotton and thus 
saved my hearing. I was surprised at the 
ease of shooting the gun. A 3-year-old baby 
could fire it as far as the force required is 
concerned. All that is needed is the toucn 
of your finger on the trigger and the bullets 
fiy forth until your finger is raised. At one 
time I shot a dozen cartridges in less time 
than it takes to dictate this sentence, and

then one, two and three, and then twenty, 
and then a long stream of lead which went 
forth like the water from a hose. In shoct- 
ing the gun from a tripod it can be moved 
back and forth so that it sprays lead, sow- 
ing death as it goes. One could put it on 
wheels and run it along a board fence, cut- 
ting the boards like a buzz saw, or you 
could swing it around and cut out patterns 
of fretwork. You can mount it in an air- 
plane and make it rain death on the enemy. 


The Heavy Automatic. 


The working of this machine gun is al- 
most perfection. The one I fired was the 
first Browning ever made with machine 


cooled, and weighs only fifteen pounds. This 
is fed by clips each of which contains 
twenty cartridges, and it is so light that it 
can be fired from the shoulder, although 
the usual way is from the hip, against which 
it ig supported by a strap over the shoulder. 
This gun is so light that the men can use 
it in the rush over the top, and in this re- 
spect there is nothing that compares with 
it except the French Hell-cat or hauchat, 
which weighs four pounds more, and -3 not 
as efficient. Thewight Browning can sen! 
off a shot at each pull of the trigger, or the 
whole twenty shots can be fired In two 
seconds, and another clip put in in a few sec 


onds more. It has been shot at the rate of

single misfire. 
These shots were made by a large number 
of different people who have visited the fac- 
tory to test the gun. I understand that the

This gun was the heavy Browning. It 
weighs about thirty-four pounds when ready 
for action, and with the tripod a little less 
than fifty pounds, so that it can be easily 
moved about from place to place by a couple 
of soldiers. It is a water cooled gun, as I 
shall describe farther on, and is made to 
be used from the trenches or at any place 
where it can be put on the tripod or have 
a support.

Peddling the Time. 

Probably no other hill in the world has 
had so strangely varied a history or played 
so important a part in the affairs of men as 
that at Greenwich, in England. The granite 
line across the footpath on its summit is the 
meridian from which the longitude on every 
British map and chart is calculated. Al! 
England sets its time by the mean solar 
clock. There is a large galvano-magnetic 
clock fixed on the outside wall of the obser 
vatory and divided into twenty-four beuge 
There are many who believed that this cluc' 
is kept going by the sun. They do not know 
that the fixed stant are the real timekeepers 


from which Britons check their daily prog- 
ress. 

To this galvano-magnetic clock in the wall 
comes every Monday a woman, Miss Belle- 
ville of Maidenhead, who makes $2500 a year 
out of the queerest occupation In the world 
She sells the time to London watchmakers. 
Many years ago the then astronomer royal 
suggested to her father that if he took the 
corrected time of a cercified chronometer 
every week he could no doubt und numerous 
clients. So Mr. Belleville bought a watch 
made for the Duke of Essex and then 
worked up a bysiness with it. When he died 
his widow sold the time until she reached 
the age of 81, and then she handed over the 
business to her daughter. When Miss Belle- 
ville visits Greenwich at the beginning of 
every week her chronometer is corrected 
and she is given an official certificate. From 
that her fifty customers correct their 
watches and clocks. 
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into a perforated pan or sieve. The per- 
forations vary according to the size of the 
shot to be made. 

A temper is mixed with the lead in order 

to make the globules form when the lead 
falls. If pure lead were used, it would fall 
in the form of little bars, instead of round 
shot. 
In order that the globules may have 
plenty of time to form, the lead must fall 
a long distance, and. so towers are built. 
The towers used to be made as high as 200 
feet and even more, but modern towers are 
rarely over 150 feet. 

The perforated pan Jnto — — — 
lead is poured is at the top o e tower, 
and the globules of lead fall through the 
perforations into tanks of water at the 
bottom of the tower. The water cools them, 
and also prevents them from flattening out, 


as they would if they fell on a solid floor. 

From the water the shot go to steam 
driers. After drying, the perfect shots are 
separated from the imperfect by means of 
glass tables inclined enough so that the 
shot, when poured on at one end of the 
table, will roll to the other end. At the 
farther end of the table are two gutters, 
side by side. The imperfect shot roll 
slowly and with difficulty, so that they 
have not enough momentum to carry them 
beyond the first gutter. The perfectly 
round shot roll easily and swiftly, and 
when they reach the foot of the table, they 
jump nimbly across the first gutter and 
land in the second. 

After seperation the perfect shot are 
polished by rolling in plumbago, and work- 
men then put them in bags for shipment, or 
send mem direct to the cartridge-filling de- 
partment to Je waded into shells.

The rock came from Catalina Island and as 
late as 1890 was still being dumped to 
strengthen or raise the breakwater. When 
the channel was first defined, there were 
only a few feet of water, four feet I think 
it was, on the bar at Dead Man's Island but 
the engineer's opinion was fully carried out 
and the confining of the stream deepened 
this water on the bar to something like 


Dead Man's Island to the west.

After the success of the San Pedro chan 
nel was proved, the Southern Pacific Rail- 


road built a trestle and embankment from 
Wilmington to San Pedro and moved 


its 
terminus there for both its trains and also 


for the steamers that now were able to tie 


up to a wharf instead of at an anchorage 


as before. 

Then, when the Terminal Railway Com- 
pany built down to East San Pedro and 
caused competition in the carrying business 
to Los Angeles, Collis P. Huntington started 
his great fight for a harbor at Santa Monica 
to be built by the government. Had this 
Santa Monica scheme not been frustrated, 
Los Angeles would have been entirely in the 
hands of the Southern Pacific Railroad with- 
out the possibility of competition. How- 
ever, history tells us how the fight was won, 
and what a fight it was. It was too long a 
matter for me to take up here, suffice it to 
say Los Angeles got its harbor where it 
should be and in 1898 the first rock was 
dumped on the outer breakwater, was 
destined to make San Pedro one of best 
and safest harbors on the coast. 


How Our Big Harbor Was Started. 


The first contract for rock was let to 
Heldmeyer & Neu, who brought the ma- 
terial from the quarries at Catalina in huge 
lighters with movable bottoms. These 
cargoes were dumped in the sea on.a line 
designated by a system of white signals ar- 
ranged on the hills to the west in such a 
manner that when certain ones were in 
line, the proper location was found. 

The dumping of the first load was a great 
occasion, every craft that could float was 
pressed into service—and many that ought 
not to float every whistle and cannon 
roared and all the people were hoarse with 
shouting. Flags everywhere and the sea 
was alive with empty beer bottles and lunch 
boxes and sandwich papers, such a turnout 
was fever before seen and never since. In 
the evening there was a display of fireworks 
and an awful jam on the channel opposite 
San Pedro. I had my launch, the Hornet, 
packed with friends and spent a bad time 
wondering when we should be run into and 
how many would be saved. However, when 
the newspapers came out in the morning 
there was no mention of any casualties and 
nothing to mar the thorough success of the 
celebration. 

Capt. W. G. Waters, lessee of San Miguel 
Island and owner of large bands of sheep 
there, came down from Santa Barbara to be 
present at the inauguration of the break- 
water and was my guest on the Hornet, 
helping materially in enlivening the scene 
with his old sailor hurras. 

After some 84,000 tons of rock had been 


dumped on the breakwater, the contractors 


found they were losing so much money that 
Mr. Neu came out from the East to person- 
ally supervise the work. Unfortunately an 
occured while he was being shown 
about the city. The coach on which he was 
riding overturned and Mr. Neu lost his life, 
so the remaining partners decided to throw 
up the contract, which was annulled in

March, 1900. 


The California Construction Company 
then put in a bid, which was accepted, and 
work was renewed by them in June, 1900, 
and continued until the breakwater was 


completed in September, 1910. This com- 
pany changed tactics. Instead of bringing 
rock by sea, they brought it from quarries 
inland and laid trestles out into the ocean,

In all a total of 2,500,000 tons of rock were 
put in place and the whole structure as 
completed is nearly two miles long. 

A Place for Boating. 


One of the drawing cars to Terminal 
Island, was the inner harbor where the 
ladies and children could take a rowboat 
and enjoy themselves without danger of 
waves or currents. It was there that the 
residents kept their launches and yachts in 
safety from storms. 

Mr. J. A. Graves had a fine launch built by 
Joe Fellows, called the Pasqualito, in which 
he used to take his friends out for an air- 
ing, or for fishing trips; Dr. Pomeroy had 
the Hinemoa; Tom Vigus the Dorothy V, 
and I the Hornet. 

Fishing parties usually took place on Sun- 
days, starting early in the morning, then we 
would fish up to midday and come home 
when the sea got too rough for pleasure. 

One year, I believe it was 1898, the fish- 
ing was phenomenal and it was no trick at 
all to catch half a hundred fish in a few 
hours. As a matter of fact, that year we 
made a rule on the Hornet to start for 
home when the catch footed up to fifty. 
The usual thing was four fish at a time, one 
on each side of tte boat near the center 
and one on each side near the stern. We 
fished with rod and reel and a bone squid. 
If a yellow tail was struck we stopped the 
boat and all but the one Who had hooked 
the fish drew in their lines and let the lucky 
one play his game. It is needless to say 
the unlucky ones made nasty remarks such 
os “Look at him shake,” That's only a 
minnow,” “Pull him in, don’t be all night,” 
Ste., but the angler had all the fun he 
wanted and refused to be buncoed. 


Gulls Told the Place. 


When we started out in the morning, two 
of us stood up as lookouts, watching the 
calm sea in the hopes we gould see a school 
of fish somewhere, if not fish we could 
sometimes see the gulls collecting at some 
spot and swooping down in the water. This 
was a sure sign of fish near the surface, so 
off we went full tilt until in their midst, 
when the fun commenced. 

We took turns in running the engine, 80 


Was undecided, so I 


got him out fishing.

Then we took our 
shoes and stockings off, rolled up our 
trousers, and brought the fish in until the 
stern of the boat was so full we had to quit 
and get on the bow to keep the boat level 
and prevent the sea from coming over the 
stern and swamping us. We left all the 


fish with the Harriman Fish Company, 


there was no sale for them, but I believe 
we did get 5 cents apiece for them. Sequel 
to the fishing that day was, “I'll take that 
lot,” and he did. 

Couldn't Give Them Away. 


Talking of fish, though, reminds me of 
how hard we tried to find some use for the 
fish we caught. We left them on the wharf, 
for anyone to take, we put them in a hand 
cart with a sign, Take one,” but still they 
were not used. Then one time two of us 
went down the line of cottages with a load 
of fish to give away. Even then we were 
not thanked. One lady, I remember, was 
sitting on her porch when we went by. 
One of us asked her if she wanted some fish, 
but she said she had already made her pur- 
chases, so we remarked we were giving 
these away. “Oh well, if that's the case, 
you can put a couple on my Lack porch.” 
Put them on the porch indeed. To Halifax 
with peddling fish! No more for me, and 
after that we only brought home a few.

‘Aertal Trails. 


HOW THE STATELY SWAN LEADS THE 
FLOCK, 

It is said to be impossible for anyone 
who has seen only the common mute 
swans floating about im the artificial lakes 
of city parks to imagine the crandeur®of 
a flock of the great whistlers in their wild 
state. One government scientist, attached 
to a bureau in Washington, says that the 
sight is one of the most impressive in na- 
ture. 

As the huge birds rise into the air it 
seems as if an aerial regatta were being 
salled overhead, the swans, each with a 
wing spread of six or seven feet, moving 
like yachts under full sail. 

Once the swans are under way, their 
speed is amazing, nearly 100 miles an hour, 


and that, too, with no apparent effort, for 
the slow wing motion is very deceiving. 
Their endurance {is as surprising as their 
speed, for they are said to travel 1000 miles 
without allghting. 

The flocks are usually led by an old and 
experienced swan, and it is said that as one 
becomes tired of leading. or it micht be 
called aerial trail breaking, his place 18 
taken by another, whose strength is equal 
to the task, and so they continue until they 
reach their destination, the southern feed- 


img ground of the winter, or the northern 
breeding places of the summer. Occasion- 
ally they stop to rest in the region of the 
Great Lakes. Not many years ago, while 
on their way north, a large number stopped 
above Niagara Falls, and more than 100 
were, by some extraordinary mischance, 
carried over the falls and killed in the surg- 
ing waters. 

Whether the swans prepare in any 
special way for their southward journey is 
not known; but before starting north they 
indulge in the curious habit known as “bal- 
lasting,” that is to say, they eat great 
quantities of sand, for what purpose no 
one knows. 

In the Arctic Ocean Nes their breeding 
place, and it is believed that they mate for 
life. As with so many of the water birds, 
the swans protect their eggs with a cover- 
ing of down scratched from their own 
breasts, so that When the birds lesve the 
nest, the two to six large, yellowish eggs 
are hidden from the eyes of possible 
thieves, and protected against any sudden 
changes of temperature. 

It is many years before the swans are 
clothed in the feathers of immaculate 
whiteness that make them such conspicnu- 
ous objects of beauty. Not, indeed, until the 
fifth year does all trace of gray disappear. 
Their first feathers are entirely gray: 
gradually they lichten, becoming mottled 
with white, the neck and head remaining 
gray until after the body is completely

Marvelous Medical Discoveries. 


T AN International Congress on Hy- 
A giene and Demography, held not long 

ago in Washington, D. C., there 
were reported wonderful medical discov- 
eries. For the benefit of the uninitiated, I 
should explain that “demography,” accord- 
ing to the Standard dictionary, is “the 
study of vital and social statistics in their 
applicction to ethnology and anthropology.” 
Now you know. It might better be termed 
“demonology,” as it is one of the methods 
of scaring the people. 

The most important discovery was that 
of a microorganism, the smallest yet 
found, so deadly that its virus will kill rats. 
when used in quantities so small as one bil- 
lionth of a cubic centimeter. 

Drs. Anderson 
United States Health Service found that 
insects’ bodies are carriers of typhus fever. 
This was disputed by the congress. They 


also found that sneezing carries the germs 


of measles. 
A New York doctor declared that gland 


virus is better as an anti-toxin for rabies 


than brain virus. As neither is of any use, 
it does not matter. 

Dr. John Lone of Chicago said benzoate 
of soda is not harmful, Dr. Wiley to the 
contrary, notwithstanding. It happens that 
in this case Dr. Wiley is right. 

A Swedish doctor suggested that infantile 
paralysis is carried through nose secretions.

A New York doctor «ald that 600,000 
school children in the United States have 
traces of tuberculosis.

Almost 
every autopsy reveals healed tuberculosis 
Scars. The children m grow out of it, if 
they are given a chance, by right living, 


especially right eating. 
Another New York doctor said a child 


should make its own moral code, and have 


any kind of food it wants when it wants 
it. You may have one guess as to who this 
doctor was. Woods Hutchinson? Yes, of 
course. 

A woman doctor from New York said 
that immunization from influenza-menin- 
gitis can be obtained from the virus of the

A doctor from the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology has discovered that con- 
tagious diseases are spread through the 
pollution of railroad beds. Remarkable. 
How about lodging-house beds? 

One of Johns Hopkins professors has dis- 
covered that reading and writing are un- 
hygienic. He's more than half right, but 
what shall we do with all the libraries and 
newspapers? 

A mem ger of the United States Health 
Serv'ce suggested that the Panama Canal 
will be a meeting place for all contagious 
diseases, east, west, north and south. Lord, 
help Los Angeles. 

“A doctor from Porto Rico has discovered 
that walking in the wet, in bare feet, is 
apt to bring on hookworm disease. Father 
Kneipp evidently did not know anything 
about this. 

An Aun Arbor doctor declared that a 
non-poisonous tubercle bacillus in an effec- 
tive vaccine for tuberculosis. How are 
they going to decide just when the bug its 
poisonous, and when he is harmless? 

A New York physician has made the 
zreat discovery that 10 per cent. of the 
population of the United States are inher- 
ently diseased, and unfit to be parents. He 
might have said 30 per cent. and yet have 
been within the truth.

eries, Dr. J. H. Tilden pertinently remarks:. 


“After going through this volume of busl- 
ness, can the members of the congress re- 
turn home with one idea that they ‘can put 
to practical use iu benefiting mankind’ 

“If an observer will watch these meet- 
ings, he will find that they are made up of 
a lot of people who, instead of thinking, 
think they think. Aside from mutual ad- 
miration the business of these mectings is 
littie more than baying at the moon.” 


Look to Your Teeth. 


The care of the teeth is an important 
branch of the care of the body. This is 
recognized in the army. Dr. C. E. Markey, 
formerly of Pasadena, who is now a captain 
in a dental unit in Camp Kearny, Cal., 
Writes that there are in the camp two large 
dental infirmaries, where all ‘the dental 
work is done. There are twenty-six den- 
tists in camp and there will soon be five 
more, as each division is entitled to thirty- 
one dentists and thirty-two dental assist- 
ents. Capt. Markey is in charge of Dental 
Unit No. 1, with sixteen dentists and seven- 
teen assistahts. 

Dentistry is a constructive branch of 
surgery and is admirable, as distinguished 
from destructive surgery, for the removal 
of necessary organs of the body. 

Ulceration of the teeth is often the un- 
suspected cause of chronic ailments. In a 
recent number of the American Magazine 


a writer tells how, while apparently well,. 


he had been more or less constantly de- 
pressed and troubled with pains, for which 
the physicians could find no origin. He also 
lacked efficiency and was always tired. At 
the suggestion of a friend he had an X-ray 
taken of his teeth, of Which he had taken 


what he supposed to be the best possible 


care.

“Crowns in my mouth were leaking and 
secreting food that formed poisons; root 
canals, as the X-ray showed, had been only 
partially filled, resulting in abscesses. There 
were at least six so-called blind, because 
their presence was not indicated by ap 
external swelling and could be discove 
only by the X-ray. Yet any one of them 
was draining sufficient poison into my blood 
to corrupt my whole system.”

Peanuts. 


The Literary Digest says: 

“Nuts may be used instead of meat in 
the diet and they are rich in’ both protein 
and fat, which makes them comparable 
with flesh food. Meat is growing more 
costly, and we are learning more about nut- 
production, go that it is natural to antici- 
pate a still greater use of nuts as meat sub- 
stitutes. In these war-times, too, people 
are ready and willing to try all sorts of 
dietetic experiments that they would re- 
ject in the piping times of peace.” 

This is true. A pound of nuts equals in 
food value almost three pounds of lean beef. 
Also, nuts require no refrigeration, thus 
making a great difference in shipping 
space. 

The Digest also quotes the Journal of the 
American Medical Association in support 
of the value of the peanut as a food. The 
writer of the article in the Journal says, 
however, that the “inorganic constituents 
of the peanut are not adequate in quality 
to supply sufficient calcium and certain ele- 
ments.” The writer, doubtless means “or- 
ganic” elements. When rats begin to eat 
T rails, then you may begin to believe that 
human beings can be nourished on inor- 
ganic minerals. They must get the or- 
ganic minerals, as found in food. 

It is claimed for the peanut that the pro- 
tein of the nut belongs to a class rare 
among the products of the vegetable king- 
dom and known to the chemists as com- 
plete protein,” found only so far in the al- 
mond and a few other nuts, in the peanut 
and in the soy bean. Thus the peanut is 
a perfect substitute for meat—also being 
more wholesome and much cheaper. 

Indeed, the peanut is a much more per- 
fect food than meat. Meat is almost en- 
tirely protein, whereas the peanut con- 
tains also carbohydrates and fat. Also, 
meat is deficient in the minerals calcium, 
iron and sulphur, while it contains a great 
surplus of phosphorus. The deficiency of 
peanuts in calcium may easily be remedied 
by adding a little lettuce or other green leaf 
vegetables, that contain a surplus of the 
mineral 

One square mile planted to peanuts will 
support 2500 persons, while a square mile 
devoted to range cattle will support only 
about fifty persons. 

The peanut is not a true nut, but be- 
longs to the legume family, of which peas, 
beans and lentils are members. 

The peanut should not be too much 
roasted, or fats are freed which irritate the 
lining of the stomach. Some like peanuts 
raw. You may purchase uncooked peanut 
butter at health stores. You may also cook

A correspondent in Co- 
lumbus, O., sends me a newspaper clipping, 
telling of the death of Samuel EK. Neff, sec 
retary of the Columbus Real Estate Board, 
following an operation on his tonsils.

The company makes a business of study 
ing ite employees, and seeing that the round 
human pegs are fitted into the round holes. 
As I went through some of the large ma- 
chine shops I talked with Mr. J. d. Fin 
frock, the works manager, about this. He 
believes that the study of the human ma- 
terial he uses is quite as important as the 
study of the metal and the machinery. This 
work is largely done in a schoolewhich the 
factory has established for teaching its op- 
eratives. As soon as the men and women 
are hired they are put into this schoo! un- 
der competent instructors. They are taught 
to operate the various machines, and are 
given machines of the class they are best 
fitted to work. Mr. Finfrock says that the 
spirit of the employees is excellent and 
that those who have the more responsible 
positions are ready to sacrifice themselves 
to almost any extent to get the work done. 
The employees are good team workers, and 
many of them bring patriotism into their 
jobs. 

Women Are Employed. 


Several thousand women are now, em- 
ployed in various parts of the factory and 
the number will be gradually increased as 
fast as possible. The women are especially 
efficient as to certain kinds of the work. 
They use all kinds of tools. They inspect 
the parts measure them with gauges 
which show their accuracy to the one- 
thousandth of an inch. They will do mo- 


notonous work longer and more efficiently 
than the men and are more Hable to stick 


to their jobs. 
‘I spent some time in the factory school,

A boy can 
keep up his studies for four years and re- 
ceive a good mechanical education, all the 
while being paid by the piece for the work 
he turns out. The boys are examined and 
tested to see the trades they are best fitted 
for and the company does what it can to 
make men of them, while they are teaching 
them to become expert mechanics. I. close 
this letter with a little poem from the 
catalogue of apprentice courses of the ar 
mory.

The dairymen are surely justified in de- 
manding quick action, at least. The public 
will recognize a just cause.

HAS MARIGOLD FARMING COME TO 
STAY IN SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA? 


T 18 a fact worthy of note that on its 
last trip to America the German sub- 
mersible merchant ship Deutschland 
brought to this country the seeds of a drug 
plant that has been found to grow prolific- 
ally in Southern California and which may 
be expecied to play an important part in the 
develo, « nat of one of the new local indus- 
tries br. ht into being by the war—that of 
producin, drugs. The seeds in question 
came dire. to S. O. Barnes of Gardena, who 
is cultivati: a Small tract in that suburb 
devoted entirely to the production of flow- 
era, seeds, roots, bulbs and barks required 
im tne manufacture of remedies for the relief 
of the nymerous ills to which flesh is heir 
The plant from which they came is known 
to botanists as the Cardius marianus. Its 
drug principle is prescribed in liver troubles. 
Previous to the war the United States 
was importing yearly, for the most part from 
Germany, millions of dollars’ worth of drag 
materials per annum. It has already been 
demonstrated that practically all of the d 
Plants from which foreign lands have r 
ized such rich returns can be produced in 
America. Before the war the European 
countries had an advantage over the United 
States by reason both of long experience and 


of| cheap peasant labor in production and har 


vest. The necessity for drugs, plus the 
necessarily high war prices, has led many 


to the recognized drug plants of foreign 
He has a small, but well-equipped 


laboratory, in which, by his own, words, he 
has analysed about every California plant 


same properties as from 
which is derived a well known diuretic. 
CALENDULA MOST POPULAR. 
The plant in which the dosen or more 
Gardena growers, Including Mr. Barnes, who 
have taken up drag plant culture, are most 


interested is the Calendula officinalis, known 
to every lover of flowers as a variety of 


dula, but the one named, which is distin 
guished by a flower of a dark orange color, 
ig the only one considered by the Gardena 
growers as having commercial value. 

Calendula yields an antiseptic and germi- 


“| cide of high order, which enters into many 


prescriptions. The drug is used both exter- 
nally and internally to promote the growth 


‘| of new tissue and is much favored in the 


treatment of wounds. Before the war, 
25 cents a pound is declared to have been 
about as much as any grower in this coun- 
try could realize from it, prihcipally on ac 
count of the importations from other coun- 
tries. Prices recently have ranged from $1 
a pound upward. The industry is too new in 
this section to allow of entirely accurate es- 
timates of returns, although the Gardena 
growers, and notably Mr. Barnes, J. A. Saw- 
yer and J. W. Swanson, who are the largest 
produceté, expressed themselves as satis- 
fied that Calendula will pay as well as any 
crop that can be successfully grown on 80 
a scale. 
Anyone who can grow flowers, they de 
clare, can make a success at Calendula grow- 
ing. Amy good garden soil will serve the 
purpose of the crop, although a moderately 
rich loam is preferable. The seeds are 
planted directly in the ¢ rden where the 
plants are to be cultivated) When the 
plants are about three or four inches high, 
they are thinned out to two plants to each 
eighteen inches in the row, the rows being 
two to three feet apart. When the first 
blooms appear, the grower studies each of 
the two plants at each eighteen inch inter- 
val and leaves the one with the largest, 
heaviest flower and the petals of darkest or- 
ange hue, pulling out the other. The rules 
for irrigation are those applying to any or- 
dinary flower 
ONLY PETALS USED. 

Only the petals are used in the making of 
the drug. The flowers are gathered prac 
tically every week after the plant starts 
blooming, which is generally in from six to 
eight .weeks after planting, although the best 
flowering does not begin until from sixteen 
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arinase 
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trated in rotogravure the process of handling 
the flowers alter harvesting. 

The Calendula is perennial in California 
and blooms every month in the year. The 
growers consider it best, however, to cut the 
Plants back in September, as the flowers 
begin to get toe small by that time. By 
December or January the plants will be in 
full bloom again. 

Both Mr. Barnes and his laboratory have 
become “institutions” im Gardena in the 
past year or two. it was Mr. Barnes who in- 
troduced” Marigold farming” to Gardena by 
crowing it himself and agreeing to buy the 
product of others. Unlike his neighbors, Mr. 
Barnes gets the drug from the flowers be- 
fore marketing it, his laboratory being fully 
equipped for the extraction of the oils and 
tinctures for which the various drug plants 
are valued. He still buys some Calendula 
in addition to what he raises, although the

pose that a certain medicinal plant will 
serve all purposes in all stages as toxic, pal- 
liative and curative as that a man who has 
undoubted mechanical talent will necessarily 
succeed as an astronomer. He has, there- 
fore, applied himself to the study of many 
humble plants that have heretofore not been 
in the drug world. 

Hig investigations have led him to seek 
many plants in foreign countries and to 
make a study especially of the plants from 
which the Germans, in the days before the 
war when they played so prominent a part 
in the pharmaceutical industry, were wont 
to obtain their drugs. 

Among the Southern California plants 
which he has weed in the manufacture of 
drugs are the Vert Santa, the Yerba Mansa, 
the Conium macualateum and the Yerba Ane- 
mopsis. The Yerba Santa grows in the 
mountains and was made into crude medi- 
cine by the Mexicans in early Gays. It is 
considered valuable in bronchial troubles. 
The Yerba Mansa and Yerba Anemopsis 
yield an ofl used in catarrh medicines. The 
Conlum maculatum is gathered by Mr. 
Barnes in the hills and is used for the manu- 
facture of a nerve tonic. Among other 
plants from which Mr. Barnes gets oils and 
tinctures for the drug market and for his 
own preparations are the Chamomilla, used 
in teething remedies: the familiar Sauflls: 
the Scillia maritima, used in throat affec- 
tions; the Passifiora incarnata, prescribed in 
neurotic cases, and the Chenopodium, or 
werm seed, a component part of many worm 
medicines used by veterinaries. He a!so 
has small patches of Belladonna and Jim- 
son weed (Stramonium,) drug plants that 
are now being grown in many parts of Cali- 
fornia. 

The Gardena drug plant growers are 
strong in the faith that after the war Amer- 
ica will never find it necessary to depend 
upon German drug or drug plant producers 
for its drug supplies and that the industry 
which they are building up will always be 
profitable. California; they are 
confident, has entered the drug producing 
field to stay. 


CO-OPERATIVE SPRAYING. 

Community cooperation In spraying, par- 
ticularly im the control of such diseases as 
potato late blight and tomato leaf spot, is 
urged by the United States Department of 
Agriculture. The department is suggesting 
to county agents and extension pathologists 
the early organization of such spraying 
“circles” to deal more effectively this year 
with such destructive plant diseases. A 
community spraying outfit with a man and 
team continuously employed throughout the 
season ig both economical and efficient, de- 
partment officials say.

mately 45,000 acres in one year, Im- 

perial Valley, has surpassed every 
other ifrigated district in West in number 
of acres in crop in 1918. ‘This conclusion 
is based upon the report of the mutual water 
companies to the irrigation district, just 
received. On the American side of the val- 
ley there are 390,418 acres in crop. Last 
year the acreage reported by the County 
Assessor was 345,464. Therefore the gain 
is 44,954 acres. General Manager C. K. 
Clarke of the district reported to the direc- 
tors recently that there were approximate- 
ly 88,000 acres in crop in that part of Lower 
California served by the Mexican twin of 
the irrigation district.

REDLANDS.—Fruit men of this section 
are preparing to begin at once the work of 
thinning the fruit on the deciduous trees, 
for in most places the trees are bearing too 
heavily.

L CENTRO.—Development of the “vol- 
unteer system of growing cotton and 
the tremendous increase in the acre- 

age given to-that crop are prominent fea- 
tures of cottem culture in the Imperial Val- 
ley this season. 

It is estimated that fully 40 per cent. of 
the valley's crop this year will de grown 
on last year’s stalks, because of the mild 
winter and improved systems of caring for 
the roots. Very probably Imperial’s experi- 
ment with volunteer cotton on a large scale 
will be of great interest to other cotton- 
producing sections, notably the San Joaquin 
Valley, Palo Verde Valley and the Arizona 
cotton areas. 

The advantages of “volunteer” cotton, ac- 
cording to growers, are:

METHODS, FOLLOWED. 
The method followed by the farmér in 


developing volunteer cotton is as follows: 


From February 20 to March 15, an ordinary 
hay or weed cutter is sent through the 
field, the dried-up stalks of last year’s 
growth being cut about five inchea from the 
crown roots. Immediately afterwards the 
field is raked and irrigated. 

When the earth is dry enough, a cultiva- 


— is run through the field, and soon after- 
wards those plants which have put down 
satisfactory tap roots begin to put out 
from one to three stalks, one being the rule. 

Generally the stand is then sufficient. 
But many cotton growers replant between 
the volunteer stalks. The seedling then 
ripeng about six weeks after the perrenial. 


too-heavy irrigations last summer, the tap 
roots of most of their plants have per- 
ished; literally drowned. When this situa- 
tion is discovered the entire Geld id 
ploughed and the seed put in. 

An advantage of the volunteer cotton is 
the elimination of “chopping out” or thin- 
ning the plants with hoes, as is 
with seedlings. The cotton sprouting from 
last year’s stalks is in every case thin 
enough for a strong growth for every stalk, 
for not more than half of the stalks send 
out new growth the second year. 

The tremendous development of Imperial 
Valley cotton is probably best illustrated 
from a perusal of the acreage records for 
the past seven years. 

FROM SMALL BEGINNING. 

In 1911 when the first large area of cot- 
ton was seeded there were 12,000 acres. 
Transportation difficulty was met with that 
year along with low prices, and but 8360 
acres were seeded in 1912. In 1913 cotton 
was again up to a point which made it 
profitable to grow it, and 21,500 acres were 
planted. The success of the cotton grow- 
ers that year induced 50 per cent. of the 
farmers of the valley to plant cotton, and, 
in 1914, 70,000 acres were planted.

But even should the entire of] supply fail, 
the tractors and engines would still run 
if substitute lubricants were to be had for 
petroleum products are not necessary as 
feel. Automobiles, trucks and tractors are 
today said to be running in England upon 
gas supplied by pressure tanks or bags, 
filled at a central station. Alcohol, how- 
ever, is accepted as the most important of 
the possible substitutes, inasmuch as it can 
be produced from such waste products as 
sawdust, cofnstalks and waste vegetation. 
One ton of dry sawdust, according to a writer 
in a technical publication, will yield twenty 
to twenty-five gallons of ethyl alcohol. It 
offers possibilities, also, chemists say, as a 
by-product of the beet sugar industry. A 
cohol has been made industrially for years 
in Germany, we are told, from potatoes and 
other agricultural products, and is widely 
used in that country for fuel. 

In 1907 the government act providing for 
the free manufacturing of “denatured” alco- 
hol (that is, ordinary pure ethyl alcohol. 
mixed with some chemical to destroy its 
character ag a beverage) was regarded as 
one of the greatest legislative measures 
of the age and was hailed by sciéntists 
as the dawn of a new era. Unfortunately, 
however, the legislation, which was put in- 
to effect after very expensive investigation 
and experiment, came before the process of 
making alcohol commercially had been suf. 
ficiently perfected to permit of its compett- 
tion with other fuels.

preme. To both indictments we shall have 
to plead guilty, not, however, without some 
modification. 


We believe that under our intensive 
methods that it has been proven to be a 
wise policy to let the shoemaker make 
shoes. The poultry breeders of California 
have proven to their own satisfaction Mat 
it is .ec „to bend their energies.,to 
producing. e or meal, breeding 
stock or day-old chicks rather than try and 
grow their own grain feeds. We concede 
that to include. green, foods would he un- 
wise, but in so far as the grain and grain 
foods are concerned, home production un- 


der California condition is not feasible.’ 


Something in modification of a more diver- 
sified agriculture will also be allowable. 
California’s orchard productions are pe 
culiar and individual, not the least consid- 
eration being the fact that certain of her 
fruits are produced nowhere else in this 
country, which leads to intensive culture 
and corresponding large crops and profitable 
returns. The result is that many of our 
citrus growers, raisin and deciduous fruit 
men prefer to exercise all their energies on 
a single crop or two, arguing that it fs more 
profitable to buy their vegetables, their but- 
ter and milk and their eggs and table poul- 
try rather than try and produce these es- 
sentials themselves. Possibly they are 
right, for is it not true that the fellow who 
specializes with thousands of hens can pro- 
duce hen fruit cheaper than the orange 
grower or the walnut grower? Besides, if 
all grow a few hens what becomes of the 
ee farmers’ market? With a continuous 
exhaustion of the soil, however, it seems to 
us that (as the country comes under cult, 
vation) our rural industries must become 
more diversified; possibly not on the ind! 
vidual farms so much as in the general 
activities of communities and different sec- 
tions of the State. 


Uniformity in Flocke. 


if there is one thing more impressive 
than another in a herd of cattle or sheep, in 
a litter of hogs or a flock of fowls, it is uni- 
formity in type and color markings. Not 
only does it appeal to our sense of the beau- 
tiful and the economic, but it shows skillful 
breeding and is the hall mark of supertor 
blood and vigor of strain. Indeed, uniform- 
ity of stock and product is attractive in any 
line of agricultural production, and at the 
same time is essential to profitable results 
in our operations. Hen fruit of uniform 
qualities—size, color and character of shell, 
flavor and “standing” or keeping character- 
istics—is never the product of an uneven 
flock of birds, even though all are of the 
same breed and variety. These remarks 
also apply to table poultry. Uniformity of 
weight, color of skin and quality of flesh fs 


not to be secured in uneven flocks, nor in 
the keeping of mongrel birds. 

The argument tor uniformity is still more 
pronounced when it comes to catering to 
the demand for breeding and ‘ showroom 
specimens as well as the sale for hatching 
eggs and day-old chicks. Indeed, in this 
branch of the industry it is vital. To secure 
it requires not only careful mating in the 
breeding pen, but intelligent caretaking and 
close culling. No one, not even the novice, 
will knowingly tolerate the progeny of an 
uneven flock of birds in his yards. 

We know of nothing more impressive to 
the fancier than a large even flock of Plym- 
outh Rocks or Leghorns, uniform in size, 
color of plumage, head and leg points. A 
flock of this kind indicates a robust and 
pure ancestry, it meets the requirements of 
business all along the line, and is the goal 
that the breeder should always aim to 
reach in his poultry operations. 


Eggs from Family Flocke. 

The novices in the chicken business, and 
particularly the great body of back-lotters 
in cities, towns and villages, should be sat- 
isfied with a reasonable crop of eggs per 
year from their flocks. There are all kinds 
of laying hens, from the ordinary to the 
high layer and the extraordinary producer. 
For ourselves, we prefer a flock of good lay- 
ers averaging from 120 to 150 eggs per hen 
to a few exceptional birds with records of 
200 eggs per bird and over. The size of 
bird, stamina and virility appeal quite as 
much to our sense of the eternal fitness of 
things as an abnormal crop of hen fruit. 
With the care and management the aver- 
age family flock receives, it is not to be 
expected that hens will prove phenomenal 
lavers. It is questionable if the average 
production of family flocks the country over 
will exceed ten dozen per hen. So do not 
be disappointed if this is the best you do, 
as this is about the average for the entire 
Petaluma district—a bit of country that 
boasts of a million and a half White Leg- 
horn hens. 


The Type. 

A good deal has been said and written 
about the right type of fowl! to select as a 
good layer. Briefly, if you take a bird and 
draw a line from the point of the shoulder 
down to the thigh you can form a general 
estimate as to its value. If the portion of 
the body in front of this line is greater 
than at the tall end the bird may be re- 
garded as a most suitable one for table 
purposes; while if the larger half of the 
body is on the tail end of the dividing line, 
then we may conclude that the subject un- 
der consideration is a bird more suited to 
laying purposes. This, of course, is only 
a brief resumé of the theory which, never- 
theless, is an interesting one, and one that 
poultry keepers can to some extent work 
out, both from a theoretical and a prac 
tical point of view, at their own leisure. 
Certain it is that a great deal may be done 
to improve the laying qualities by a proc- 
ess of careful selection and by the intro- 
duction from time to time of fresh blood 
from a well-known laying strain, of the 
same blood lines.

SOIL AND PLANT WISDOM. BY ERNEST BRAUNTON. 


˙ ˙— ͤU M 
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HE study of all living objects is called 
by the general name of biology and 
this is again divided into botany and 
zoology. . 

‘Before the invention of microscopes, no 
independent voluntary movements in 
plants were knowa except opening and clos- 
ing of flowers, their turning toward the 
sun, drooping of leaves in sensitive plants, 
etc. 


— 

That animals eat plants, everyone knows, 
and it certainly is but fair that in exchange 
a few plants should eat animals, as is the 
case of insectivorous plants. 


The most interesting, though not the 
largest or showiest of insect-devouring 
plants, is Dionaea muscipula, Venus'’s fly 
trap, for the jaws of the leaf close over the 
victim so sharply as almost to snap and 
having interlocking teeth like a bear-trap. 


To the family of fly-traps and sundews 
known as Droseraceae, 
genera, Dioneae 
dew,) Aldrovanda, Byblis, Drosophyllum, 
and Roridula. 

All insectivoroug plants grow in marshes 
or wet lands, a few in sandy soil, but nearly 
all in peat. The largest pitchers are the 
terminal leaf growths of nepenthes, vines 
or hanging plants native to the tropics. 


— 
Earth or “anglé 
worms,” as they are variously known, are 
found throughout the world, but never in 
poor soll. Generally, the more worms 
richer the soll and exceptions to this rule 
are very rare. 
Aphids excrete a sweet, sticky, honeylike 
fluid that is food for many insects and 
cause a heavy traffic in ants on plants in- 
tested with many aphis or “ant-cows.” This 
fluid is “milked” by the ant’s gently strok- 
ing the abdomen of the aphids with the an- 
tennae, thus forcing the insect to “dig-up” 
or “draw one.” 


The beautiful luna moth of this country 
is a great silk spinner and makes very beauw- 
tiful cocoons. She feeds upon the leaves 
of hickory, oak, sweet gum, walnut and pes- 
sibly of other es as well. 

One of the small services that the com- 
mon earth worms render plants is leading 
the roots through the soil. Many scientists 
have observed roots following into the holes 
left by the worms.

In the bean and pea family are odd ex- 
amples of night-closing of leaves. Locusts 
and acacias are common. The bauhinias, 
not rare bere, have a two-lobed leaf similar 
in shape to a butterfly. During the day they 
are flatly open, during the night they are 
closed or folded, like a butterfly at rest.

The wide range of conditions in the Yo- 
gemite Valley and vicinity give it a most 
extensive and varied flora. The climate 
ranges from the semi-tropic floor of the val 
ley to the snow-clad timber line and from 
the mist of waterfalls to the aridity of a 
desert. This region contains more than one 
thousand species, and among these are 
scores of species of our most beautiful 
flowers. 
— 

Sarcodes sanguinea, the snow plant, is onc 
of the most popular of mountain plants and 
is not rare in the Yellow Pine belt, though 
not common anywhere. A majority of the 
plants shown or described to the writer 
came from near San Bernardino, but this 
was due to ease of accessibility. In the Yo- 
semite Valley the destruction of this plant 


posed for violation. 

California’s native rose, Rosa Californica, 
is a good hedge plant that does well under 
garden conditions. It grows throughout the 
State, under widely varying conditions, and 
reaches above 5000 feet elevation, though 
dwart in size.
